Here  are  a  few  things  Dr.  Inkster 
remembers  as  a  student: 

We  had  maid  service  in  Stevenson  (when 
there  were  three  sections  to  the  building- 
A,B,C  wings)  when  1  went  to  school  here. 
They  would  come  in  once  a  week  and  clean 
your  room  for  you  (fresh  linens,  wash  cloths 
and  towels,  swept,  and  mopped).  The  thing 
was  that  you  had  to  keep  your  room  clean 
the  rest  of  the  week  because  if  you  didn’t 
you  would  get  a  “call  down”  or  strike  by 
your  R.A.  If  a  person  received  three  “call 
downs”  they  would  be  “campused".  When 
you  were  campused,  you  had  to  be  in  your 
room  by  7:00  pm  at  night  and  could  not 
leave  for  any  reason  until  classes  the  next 
day.  It  didn’t  matter  whether  you  were  on  a 
sports  team  or  in  a  club.  You  were  not 
allowed  to  leave  and  they  did  keep  an  eye  on 
you  to  make  sure  you  didn’t  leave. 

Everyone  had  to  go  to  at  least  15  services  in 
the  chapel  every  semester. 

Every  Sunday  you  had  to  dress  in  nice 
clothes  to  eat  in  the  cafeteria.  At  this  point  in 
time  the  cafeteria  was  located  in  the  bottom 
of  Centennial  Hall.  The  reason  for  dress¬ 
ing  up  was  because  the  RA’s  and  others  in 
administration  would  serve  you  and  your 
friends  “home-style”.  Home-style  meant 
they  brought  food  out  to  you  at  the  table, 
much  like  what  happens  at  the  Student 
Christmas  Dinner.

Since  it  was  formed  in  1998,  the  Union  Cycling  team  has  focused  on 
mountain  biking:  cross  country,  dual  slalom,  and  downhill.  During  that 
time,  the  Bulldogs  have  won  the  NCCA  Division  II  National 
Championship  -  the  first  team  national  championship  in  school  history. 
Several  impressive  individual  performances  by  Union  riders  catapulted 
the  Bulldogs  to  their  first  Southeast  Collegiate  Cycling  Conference 
(SECCC)  Championship  this  year  in  an  event  hosted  by  Georgia  Tech. 

The  Union  College  cycling  team  ended  their  2010  season  on  a  high  note 
registering  a  second  place  finish  in  Division  II  at  the  2010  USA  Cycling 
Collegiate  Mountain  Bike  National  Championships. 

Union  was  led  at  Nationals  by  senior  Rachel  Millsop  (Little  Rock,  Ark.), 
who  captured  the  Division  II  Women’s  Omnium.  For  the  men,  the 
Bulldogs  had  three  of  the  top  five  finishers  in  the  individual  Omnium 
standings,  with  Wesley  Lamberson  (Limestone,  Tenn.)  finishing  second, 
Zach  Winn  (Port  Hope,  Canada)  placing  fourth  and  Brad  Nelson  (Carmel, 
hid.)  finishing  in  fifth.

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Technology  at  Union  College 


Union  College,  a  small  liberal  arts  college  in 
Barbourville,  Kentucky,  is  known  as  “Kentucky’s  First 
College  in  the  Mountains.”  Located  in  central 
Appalachia,  Union  faces  geographical  isolation,  but  not 
technological  isolation.  Thanks  in  part  to  the  dedication 
of  the  Black  Technology  Center  staff,  the  help  of  federal 
funding  and  the  early  transition  to  fiber  optics, 
Barbourville  was  named  the  nation’s  ‘‘Best  Little  Wired 
City”  in  1998  by  Yahoo!  Internet  Live  Magazine. 


Brief  History 

In  1996,  the  public  emergence  of  the  Internet  strongly 
interested  Union  College,  galvanizing  efforts  to  build  a 
strong  technological  presence  on  campus.  Through  the 
approval  of  a  Title  3  Grant,  Union  was  able  to  develop 
its  first  network.  In  1997,  the  college’s  website  was 
launched  (http://www.unionkv.edu),  establishing  Union 
Online  and  broadening  its  reach  beyond  the 
mountains  to  the  rest  of  the  world.  By  1998,  Union’s  existing  technicians  had  reached 
their  load  capacity.  New  user  and  network  support  technicians  were  hired  to  help  the 
program  progress,  but  also  to  provide  upkeep  and  support  for  the  already  existing 
technology  on  campus  (both  in  and  out  of  the  classroom). 

Current  Projects 


The  technology  department  has  recently  applied  for  a 
grant  similar  to  the  one  that  initially  created  it.  Such 
funding  would  allow  for  upgrades  to  the  30  servers  that 
keep  Union’s  Barbourville  and  London,  KY  campuses 
wired.  The  Title  3  Grant  would  also  expand  the  college’s 
registry  of  online  classes,  and  provide  more  technicians 
to  ensure  the  continuation  of  services.  This  would  help 
generate  more  infrastructure  support  for  the  many  servict 
available,  which  include  wireless  internet  access,  data 
phones,  cable  television,  web  databases  for  email  and  MyUnion,  and  the  maintenance  of  fiber 
optic  cables.  Union’s  London,  Kentucky  campus.  The  Bennett  Center,  is  completely  wired  into 
Barbourville.  despite  it  being  nearly  40  miles  away.
